Meet one of these Japanese 
gentlemen.on Broadway and you will Jind 
that he has thoroughly adapted himaclf te 
the customs of our own people. With his 
black hair, oyes and olive complexion, small 
foot ond hands, ho reminds you of a 
Cuban,while in his dress he is thy embedi- 
ment of the best of current taste, 
aud in his deportinent the bean ctrat of 
a gentleman. Their business is . con 
ducted in accordance with the beat Eure- 
pean and American methods, 2% KySTenD 
which they acquired before leaving home 
as tho sons of large merchants and the 
heads of amercantile departments. Their 
bank, the Yokohama Specie Hank, of 
which Mr Teisaka ‘Takaki is the weit, 
affords the moans af direct exchange and is 
one of the w eat corportions in that 
city, having a special capital of &4,000,000. 
An inquiry at the institution revedled the 
fuct that a considerable anmber of Atuerican 
and German me‘ chants who deal with the 
Japanese Empire do their business through 
thia medium, There are branches of the 
institution in| London, Sua i 
Hamburg, Melbourne, Anstralia z 
cities, Tho oflivialsare, of course, 
but they speak the English Janguage 
fluently. The remark is likewise trae uf 
merchants and their clerls in the business | 
establiahments, but as a rule chore is alse 
among tho attadhes an American bouk- 
keeper.

* raw silk and silkworm eggs, the miann- 
facture of silk fabrics has attained a very 
high-degrée of perfection, which is all the 
more to be appreciated ag the spinning and 
weaving machinery is far from being as 
porfect as that in America and Europe." 

‘What is the amount of the importation 
of the raw silk ? 

‘Roughly estimated, I should say, about 
twolva thousand bales per annum, bat of 
course this sum varies from year to year. 
Each of theso bales weighs 120 pounds 
and contains twenty-five ‘ books” or bun- 
dles, eastoftyhich in. turn cuateins thirty 
skoins. It is brought from different dis- 
tricts to Yokohama. The factories also 
buy the cocoons and roel for themselves 
according to the size it is desirab’s to put 
on the market. Cocoons are frequently 
sont out, to the families of the small 
farmers, who do their reeling by hand in 
the manuer which I have described; and 
in many instances the farmors raise their 
awn coccona @id dispose of-the results iv 
the commission merchants.’

‘Tt does at times. For instance, in 
1876, the China crup being short, the silk 
market went up until the price ‘per _picul 
Cabout one hundred and thirty-threo 
pounds) was 1,300 Moxican dollars. 
about three months it went down to $500. 
The demand on the part of the maupfac- 
turera had suddenly decreased. The pre- 
sent’ price per, pie ranges from $485 to 
8650, according. to the quality, You will 
probably understand that there are certain 
gmdes of goods to which Japanese silk 
gives pecultar life and elasticity. On the 
other hand, there isa kind of goods in 
which it'cannot be uscd. te advantaye, ns, 
for instance, twist, such as is used for but- 
tonholes, but the finest gros grain and 
handkerchiefs ure made from . Japanese 
silk.” The drawback to a perfect crop 
smoug us is principally the weather, but 
in France, Italy and China tho worms are 
affected ‘by .a° peculiar disczse which de- 
. gtroys them. “The worm generally doyen- 
erates after the first year.’ 3
